Pleased with Their New Brothér. 

The justices and officials of the supreme 
court are. very much gratified at the choice 
of Senator White, of Louisiana, to fill the 
vacancy on the supreme bench. This is 
Said to be due to the fact that the court has 
lacked an authority on the civil law as em- 
braced in the Justiniaa code and. later, the 
Napoleonic code. All of the states of the 
union except. Louisiana, founded their law 
on the English common law, but Louisiana 
founded her system on the Napoleonic code, 
which came from the Roman civil law. 
Justice Bradley was an authority \on such 
questions, but since his death, all of the 
justices have been “common-law lawyers.” 
Justice White now comes with an experl- 
ence at the bar and on the bench of Loui@i- 
ana der its civil code, 

Speaking of Senator White, he will proba- 
bly not resign from the senate within a 
couple of weeks, as he will not be sworn 
in to his new position until March Sth, when 
the spring term of the court opens, 

Blanchard Is the Favarite. 

In the meantime there is great excite- 
ment among the Louisiana delegation as to 
who will ke appointed to succeed Senator 
White. The deiegation seems to be in fav- 
or of Representative Blanchard. and it is 
said he stands a good chance of receiving 
ithe appointment. However, his vote in fav- 
or of the tariff bill may injure his chances, 
as four out of six Louisiana members of the 
house voted against the bill on account of 
Sugar being on the free list. Louisiana is

Chandler Worries the Senators—Mr. 
Mills Has Not Quit the Committee. 
Washington, /Sebruary 2l.—After the rou- 
ihe Mivruingg business of tne senate, ih 
when the petition of remonstrance “against 
the Wiisom tari biui, was tne only -laing 
noticeable, Mr. Alien offered a resolution 
calling om the attorney general for u state- 
Ment as to whether he had recentiy given 
io the secretary of the treasury an orhcial 
Opinion that silver ceruncates were not 
lawiul money, and ior a copy of such 
Opinion and all correspondence on the suvb- 
ject. With a slight verbal modification. 

the resoiution was agreed to. 

Mr. Voorhees, chairman of the finance 
committee, rose to a question of personal 
privilege, and sent to the clerk’s desk and 
had read a Washington dispatch to The 
Philadelphia Press, containing a statement 
as to democratic members of the commit- 
tee waiting on President Cleveland at the 
white house and receiving instructions as 
to his desires on the subject of certain pro 
visions of the bill. 

After the dispatch was read, Mr. Voorhees 
Said: ‘“‘The value of that dispatch from 
here to one of the leading newspapers of 
the United States, consists in the fact that 
there is not the slightest, faintest: trace 
of truth in a single word or syllable in it.

The correSpondént of this 
paper says that he asked me a question 
and that I made an evasive answer, but that 
he was in. a position to state -the facts, 
and then he makes a statement which has 
no foundation at all. J can only say in an- 
ticipation of some question being asked me 
that we are doing our work pretty rapidiv 
and pretty well.

The bill will be 
reported here at the earliest moment possi- 
ble, and that moment is not very far off.” 
Chandler Asks for Information. 

Mr. Chandler asked Mr. Voorhees io in 
form him and the senate whether the sena- 
tor from Texas, Mr. Millis, or the senato;

BENHAM IS A HERO. 


England's Naval Officers Refuse Protec- 
tion to Their Merchantmen. 


THEY APPLY TO THE AMERICAN NAVYs. 


Our Gallant Admiral Furnishes 
Them with a Cutter as a Guard. 


BRITISH SAILORS CURSE THE JACK 


Curses Are Heaped on Their Own Flag, 


While They Hurrah for Uncle Sam, 
Who Is Cock of the Walk. 


Rio Janiero, February 21.—(Copyrighted 


1894 by The United Press.)}—The merchant 


vessels at this port are suffering extremely 
for want of water because of the refusal of 


the insurgents to allow a water boat to go 


about the bay and supply such crafts with 
fresh water. The captain of the British 
merchantman Nasmyth made application 
to the commander of a British man-of-war 
for assistance to enable him to obtain a sup- 
ply of water and was contemptuously re- 
fused. The merchant skipper proposed ap- 
plying to Admiral Benham for aid, where- 
upon the commander of the war vessel 
sneeringly answered that he might do as 
he liked. The captain of the merchantman 
then appealed to Admiral Benham, who 
assigned the cutter Kilbourne to guard the 
water boat under the American flag. Ves- 
sels of all nations are seeking the protec- 
tion of the United States flag. British sail- 
ors are openly cutsing English officials, 
who, they declare, ure sacrificing commerce 
to aid DaGama. Evidence of the existing 
feeling in this respect is given in the fact 
that at the principal landing yesterday the 
British flag was trampled in the dirt by 
British sailors, whose officers expressed no 
word of disapproval of their act, which was 
accompanied by cheers for “Uncle Sam.” 


Benham Cables the Department, 

Washington, February 21.—_Secretary 
Gresham today received a cable message 
from Minister Thompson, dated Rio Ja- 
neiro, stating briefly that the insurgent 
warships Aquidaban and Republic had pass- 
ed out of the harbor this morning under 
fire of the government forts. The conject- 
ure is that they went after: the cruiser Nic- 
theroy, which a few days ago turned up 
in Rio Janeiro harbor, and then sailed south 
wardward. Secretary Herbert has received 
information that no vellow. fever exists on 
board the United States vessels at Rio. A 
dispatch received today from Admiral Ben- 
ham says that all on board the ships at 
Rio are well. It is understood that the De- 
triot, which has just rejoined Admiral Ben- 
ham’s squadron after a tour of observation 
in the southern provinces cf Brazil reports 
that the stories of insurgen- successes in 
that quarter are almost fictitious. 

THE PENNSYLVANIA ELECTION, 
Republicans Have a Majority of About 
175,000 Votes. 


Philadelphia, Pa., February 21.—Complete 
returns from three-fourths of the sixty-sev- 
en counties in the state and close estimates 
of the remaining counties show a plurality 
of 169,594 for Grow, republican, for congress- 
man at large. This is the largest plurality 
ever given by the state for any candidate, 
and may be increased to 175,000. The re- 
publicans made almost a clean sweep of 
the counties, only eleven of the sixty-seven 
counties giving a plurality for Hancock, 
democrat. 

In 1892, twenty-eight counties gave plurali- 
ties for the democratic candidate for con- 
gressman at large. Among the counties 
which flopped over to the republican column 
is Lycoming, which ha@ never before given 
a republican majority on a state ticket. The 
anthracite coal counties—Schuylkill and 
Luzerne—are amon those that flopped. 
Those that remain in the democratic col- 
umn all show greatly reduced pluralities. 
Berks county, whose majority usually 
ranges from 7,500 to 10,000, gives Hancock 
only 2,340 plurality, and York county, which 
could always be relied upon for a majority 
of 3,000 to 4,000 for the democratic candi- 
date gives Hancock a plurality of less than 
300. The eleven counties which give plu- 
ralities for Hancock are Berks, Clarion, 
Columbia, Cumberland, Lehigh, Monroe, 
Montour, Northampton, Pike, Sullivan and 
York. Philadelphia county gives Grow a 
plurality of 58,940 and Allegheny county, in 
with Pittsburg is located, gives up 
nearly 30,000. Every couiity in the sfate 
shows republican gains as compared with 
the vote of 1892 with the single exception of 
the strong republican ceimty of Lancaster, 
which gives Grow 9,322 plurality, 338 less 
than was given for General Lilly in 1892. 


RAISING IT BY SUBSCRIPTION, 


Savannuahians Had to Put Up the Money 
Themselves. 

Savannah, Ga., February 21.—(Special.)— 
At a meeting ef the bondholders of the Sa- 
vannah and Atlantic railroad property 
owners on Tybee island and_others in- 
terested in that resort held here this affer- 
necn $19,000 was subscribed towards the 
rebuilding and restoring of the storm-sweprt 
Tybee railroad. These are subscriptions to 
the receiver's certificatas, which will con- 
stitute a first lien on the property and wi] 
bear 7 per cent .nt»rest. This.is more than 
talf the amount needed to rebuild the road 
and was subscribei by eight members of 
the meeting, most of whom were bond- 
to!ders. The others asked a little time in 
which to consider the macter, and there is 
little doubt that the other $14,000 needed to 
make up the amount asked for by the bid- 
ders will easily be- raised.

BBHIND THE BARS, 


Erastus Wyman Placed in the Tombs 
for Forgery. 


INDICTED BY A NE&W YORK JURY. 


He is Pronounced a Rascal of the 
First Rank. 


R. G. DUN IS ONE OF THE VICTIMS, 


He Says That the High Rolling Financier 
Has Swindled His Company Out) of 
$219,000 in the Last Few Years. 


New York,’ February 21.—Erastus Wy- 
man, formerly manager for R. G. Dun & 
Co., mercantile agency, builder of the Ste- 
ten island rapid transit railroad and a 
prominent advocate of the annexation of 
the Hawaiian islands to the United States, 
was arrested today charged with forgeries 
amounting to $229,000. He was arraigned 
before Judge Martine in chambers in the 
general sessions and committed to the 


‘Tombs in default of $25,000 bail. 


The arrest was made by Detectives von 
Gerichten and Phil Reilly in the afternoon 
at the office of Mr. Wyman’s son-in-law, 
Norman §. Miller, in the Washington build- 
ing, No. 1 Broadway, on a bench warrant, 
issued by Judge Martine soon after the 
grand jury had handed down two indict- 
ments charging Wyman with forgery in the 
second degree. 

“Mr. Wyman expressed some surprise at 
his arrest and then asked if there would 
be any opportunity to get bails He said he 
ought to have a lawyer and he would like 
to ‘be represented by counsel. An effort 
was made by friends to get bail late in the 
afternoon, but without success. Neither did 
Mr. Wyman have counsel when he was 
taken to the general sessions by the de- 
tectives. As soon as it was known that 
Mr. Wyman had been arrested, Assistant 
District Attorney Lindsey made Known the 
complairt upon which the indictrments wer: 
founded. There was no signature to the 
complaint, but its authorship is credited to 
ex-District Attorney Delancy Nicol!. 

‘the names of ‘he witnesses signed were 
R.. D. Douglas, E. W. Bullinger, Ogden 
Prower, treasurer of the Campbell Printing 
Press Company, and the cashier of R. G. 
Dun & Co. 

The Charges Against Wymap. 

Summarized, the complaint says that Wy- 
man Was not a partner in the firm of R. G. 


Dun & Co., but that he was upon a salary. 


and’ commission, and that by various acis 
of embezzlement, through misrepresenta- 
tions, concealments, breaches of agreement, 
misuse ef the powers confided to him and 
gross usurpation of powers with which he 
was not trusted, he succeeded, in the years 
1888, 1890, 1892 and up to February, 1893, in 
stealing fgum Mr. Dun the enormous sum 
of $229,018. That sum he owes Mr. Dun to- 
day. 

The complaint says that"Wyman has com- 
mitted so many crimes that selection for 
prosegnption is very difficult. Two, however, 
are specified. Wyman obtained from the 
cashier of R .G .Dun & Co. a eheck for 

000-to ‘pay a bill of E..W. Bullinge:c, of 
New York, forged Bullinger’s endorsement 
of the check and deposited the amount to 
his (Wyman’s) individual credit in bank. 
Dun & Co. afterwards paid Bullinger’s 
claim. 

The other transaction is that Wyman pro- 
eured from.Dun & Co.'s cashier a check 
for $5,580 to pay the Campbell Printing Press 
Company. It was drawn to the order of 

zden Brower, treasurer of tha. company. 
Wyman told the printing press men that 
Dun & Co. were short of funds and asked 
them to accept two notes for the amount. 
This was agreed to. Wyman mad the 
notes in his own name, forged Brower’s en- 
dorsement on the check and appropriated the 
proceeds to his own use. 

Complainants say that Dun first learned 
of Wyman’s felonious acts in the latter 
part of February, 1893, and om the 20th of 
that month Dun term*nated his contrac: 
with Wyman, dismissing him from his em- 
ploy and has never seen him since. ' 


On learning that his crimes had been de-’ 


tected, Wyman offered to transfer to Dun 
certain real estate interests on Staten 
island of doubtful value, but Dun learning 
that Wyman was insolvent, refused to ac- 
cept them, or to receive any preference over 
his other creditors. Wyman, therefore. 
made a formal assignment for the benefit 
of his creditors, but his assets have 
amounted to almost nothing. Dun did not 
submit the proof of Wvman’s crimes to the 
authorities on first discovering them for 
several reasons. 
Dun Sympathizes with Him. 

In the first piace he was moved by con- 
siderations of sympathy for Wyman’s fami- 
ly, with whom he had been on terms of 
friendship for many years, and the piteous 
appeals for mercy, which @yman made to 
him in a letter. In the second place, he 
had no appreciation or the extent of the 
embezzlement nor for the length of time 
during which he had systematical-y abused 
Ris confidence and betrayed the trust re- 
posed in him. The whole history of his 
many doings had to be unearthed from the 
voluminous records of the business of four 
or five years. It required a vast amount of 
time and labor to find all the irregularities 
by which fie succeeded in embezzling so 
large a sum of money. The whole ac- 
count, with thé history of each item, was 
not made up until a comparatively recent 
date. Again Dun was led to believe by 
the gross exaggeration of Wyman as to the 
value of Wyman’s interest in Staten is_and, 
that it was possible to realize something 
substential for his creditors, many of whom 
would guffer more severely than Dun him- 
self, although not in so large a sum. 

The fraud practiced on taem, as well as 
upon himself, and upon the conviction that 
a man of Wyman’s bad character ought 
not longer to be allowed to masquerade as 
an honest man in this community and as 
an adviser and exhorter of youth and out ol 
a sense of obigation to the mercantile 
world with which he is so closely identified 
he has decided that his duty requires him 
to expose Wyman’s conduct and to hand 
him over to the authorities that he may 
be dealt with as the law directs.

STRANGLED THE FRESHMAN, 


Sophomores of Cornell University Guil- 
ty of a Mean Act. 

Ithaca. N. Y¥., February 21.—About thirty 
freshmen of Cornell university were stran- 
gied last night by the sophomores releasing 
a large quantity of chlorine gas in the din- 
ing hall, where the freshman banquet was 
in progress.

STILL NO QUORUM. 


Republicans and Eastern Demmocrats 
Prevent Action in the House. 

Washington, February 21.—Less than four 
score representatives were in their seats 
today when the session of the house was 
opened, but Deputy Sergeant-at-Arms Bi 
asserted that a voting quorum would be 
on hand in the course of the day. 

Mr. Bland would not say that the Dill 
would be disposed of, however.

OWN UP T0 PERJURY. 


Four of Howard's Witnesses Admit That 
They Swore Falsely. 


THREE MURDERS ALSO WERE PLANNED 


Brown,the Young London Clerk, 


Was to Be One Victin. 


THEY PLOTTED TO BREAK JAIL 


The Story They Tell Hes an Improbable 
Sound in Som» Respects, but Jt Ex- 
Cites the Crowd’s Sympathy. 


Jackson, Tenn., February 21.—(Special.}~ 
Another dark chapter was’ added to the 
checkered career of G. F. B. Howard, alias 
E. Ross, Joseph Leger and William Lord 
Moore, preacher, raihoad president and 
swindler, when four of the witnesses in his 
late trial, E. H. Brockaway, William J. 
Gleason, Edgar E. Smith and George H. 
Heat.ey, appeeared in the federal court 
They publicly confessed 
that they had perjured themselves when 
they swore in Howard’s behalf. The young 
men told their pitiful story of how, ip 
answer to a want advertisement in The 
New York World in December for young 
men to go to the southwest, they first met 
Howard in New York and his subsequent 
treatment of them. The sympathy of the 
crowd went out toward the poor wretches 
when Heatly told of the plot which the 
wily swindler had concocted in jail and 
advised three of them to get Brockaway 
out of their number and out of the way 
for confessing. 

The listening crowd was struck dumb 
with astonishment. Continuing he told 
of Howard's plot to furnish them tools 
to break jail and advised them to make 
way with Fred Brown, the English clerk 
of William Lord Moore, whose testi- 
mony was so damaging to Howard, and al- 
so to slay E. 8S. Bullock, the attorney who’ 
so ably prosecuted Howard in behalf of the 
government. This would have occurred had 
not the plot been discovered and he (How- 
ard) moved to a steel cage. The witneses 
also told how Howard had intimidate. them 
after he had brpught them to Jackson by 
laying a pistol on the table and stating that 
he would kill any one who interefered 
with his case. In this way he browbeat 
the young men until they were in his 
power. The confession of the witnesses, 
their straight tale and the corroborating 
evidence have created much sympathy for 
them. Sentence has been temporarily with- 
held and it is nuw quite certain that the 
government intends bringing the famous 
prisoner from Cofumbus, ©., prison, where 
he is under nine years’ sentence, back to 
Jackson and try him for this last crime.

The State Convention Is Called to Meet 
in Macoa April 3d. 


WESTERNERS IN MIDDLE GEORGIA 


“They Are Inspecting the Great Fruit Inter- 
este—The Hearing in the Railroad 
Case Has Been Postponed. 


Macon, Ga., February 21.—(Special.)—The 
Georgia state Baptist convention will meet 
in annual session at the First Baptist 
church in Macon April 3d. It is expected 
that there will be at least 500 delegates 
present and that many visitors. The con- 
gtegation of the First Baptist church is 
making extensive preparations to receive 
and entertain the delegates and visitors. 
Rev. George R. McCall, of Macon, is sec- 
retary of the convention. The Constitution 
today obtains the following information 
which will be of much interest to all who 
expect to attend the convention. 

The railroads offer to delegates attend- 
ing the convention one fare going and one- 
third of the highest limited fare returning 
on the certificate plan. These rates apply 
from all points in the state of Georgia. Del- 
egates attending this convention, irom 
points at which through tickets to Macon 
cannot be procured, must purchase tickets 
to Atlanta, Albany or Jesup, as may be 
most convenient, and repurchase to Macon, 
taking receipts in both instances. Certiti- 
cates will be honored for return passage 
from Macon and other points designated, 
if presented on or before Apri} 12, 18%. Each 
person must purchase a first-class ticket 
to Macon and request the ticket agent to 
issue him a certificate of such purchase. 
On returning, the agents at Macon will sell 
tickets at one-third the regular rate to those 
holding certificates signed by the ticket 
agents at the starting point, and counter- 
Signed by the secretary of the convention. 
Persons attending the convention, and de- 
siring to get the benefit of reduced rates, 
must comply with the terms set forth. 

Immense New Orchards. 

Within the past few days several parties 
from the west have gone down the Georgia 
Southern and Florida railroad for the pur- 
pose of buying -ands to set out fruit trees. 
About a year and a half ago a bureau of 
immigration was organized, and systematic 
effort has been made to induce northern 
and western fruit growers and farmers to 
settle along the line. The result of the 
effort has been the organization of one or- 
chard company, which purchased 800 acres 
and set out 50,000 trees and vines, another 
which purchased 1.500 acres and is setting 
out 90,000 trees and vines and is p~eparing 
to erect a canning and crate factory, and 
another company is negotiating for 1,800 
acres of land on which it is proposed to 
Plant 100,000 trees and vines. Besides these 
ccrmpanies, a number of individuals who have 
been attracted to this section, have pur- 
chased lands and are improving them. Ne- 
gotiations are pending for the establishment 
of two German colonies, who will each 
take and improve from 2,000 to 3,000 acres. 
The owners of large tracts of land which 
rave been milled and turpentined, are clear- 
ing up farms and planting them in fruits, 
with the object of showing projectors what 
their lands are capable of producing, and 
thus finding a sale for them. The adapta- 
bility of lands along the line of the Georgia 
Southern has been extensively advertised, 
and hundreds of inquiries regarding them 


are being received and answered, while a } 


number of excursion parties are being or- 
ganized in the northwest with a view of 
thoroughly inspecting the country. There 
are now about 500,000 peach trees and grape 
vines planted along the line of the road, 
which, within three years will produce an- 
nually 1,000 ears of fruit. '

ELEVEN PRISONERS ESCAPE. 


Dougtias County’s Jail Proves to Be 
Insecure. 

Douglasville, Ga., February 21.—(Special.) 
At 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon the Dou- 
glas county jail was a victim to a whole- 
sale delivery of its prisoners. There were 
fourteen inmates, eleven of whom escaped. 
Three refused to leave. It has been the 
custom of the jailer during the daytime to 
allow the prisoners the liberty of the main 
corridor, into which the different cells open. 
The escape was made in almost an incredi- 
bly short time. The prisoners sawed a hole 
through the top of the corridor. When this 
was done nothing was between them and 
liperty, save the feeble iron grating that 
protected the windows, which was also 
sawed.

MORE WORK. AND ECONOMY URGED:

The Respect of Their White Neighbors 
Isto Be Sought and Wrong Doing 
Is Not to Be Tolerated. 


— 


Montgomery, Ala., February 21.—About 
six hundred black belt negro farmers came 
together today in the third: annual Tuske- 
gee, Ala., negro conference. Professor 
Booker T. Washington, of the Tuskegee 
Normal and Industrial institute, presided. 
Many distinguished people were present 
from the north and elsewhere and letters 
of regret were received from such men as 
C. P. Huntington, Dr. Lyman Abbott and 
Bishop Potter, of New York city; Robert C. 
Winthrop, of Philadelphia, and Predident 
Gilman, of the Johns Hopkins university. 
The most of the people were from the 
counties where the negroes are in the ma- 
jority, but nearly every portion of Ala- 
bama and many other southern states were 
represented. 

The farmers occupied the time of the 
conference and gave, in their own way, 
an account of their condition and what 
they hoped to do in view of it. They spent 
no time in looking to the past or in fault- 
finding, but agreed that the thing for 
them to do was to lend every energy in 
receiving education, property and practical 


religion. They resolved to lengthen their 
schools by subscription, to provide better 


teachers and schoolhouses and to get their 
best educated men a women to come 
to their relief instead of remaining so large- 
ly in the cities. They admitted the almost 
universal mortgage system and the evil 
influence of the one-room cabin, but they 
said great changes for the better had been 
wrought since the beginning of these con- 
ferences, and they expressed their pur- 
pose to go home and buy land, raise their 
own food, work winters as well as sum- 
mers, practice economy and cultivate the 
good will of their white enighbors. Great 
plainness was used in speaking of their 
moral and religious condition and all agreed 
to draw sharp lines between the virtuous 
and the immoral, to tolerate no wrong do- 
ing on the part of leaders, especially minis- 
ters and teachers. A large number of 
women held a meeting of their own. 

Many noted southern educators are pres- 
ent who will hold a conference tomor- 
row.

Broyles 
called the meeting to order Clerk Woodward 
read a paper from Mayor Goodwin, calling 
upon the council to consider the application 
of the Pryor street residents for vitrified 
brick paving on that street. 

There was a large delegation of Pryor 
street people present when the council con- 
vened, and the réauing of the paper from 
the mayor made it apparent that they were 
there for the purpose of asking the council to 
take up that work at once, and not delay 
it as the resolution adopted at the last 
meeting of the council contemplated. 

*‘As Il understand it,’’ said Mayor Pro Tem. 
Broyles, “this meeting 1s an adjourned 
meeting and the matters that were pending 
before the last meeting will have to be tak- 
en up first. Then, after we dispose of that 
We can consider anything else.”’ 

Mr. Peters was the tirst member to se- 
cure the floor, and in doing so said that he 
had a resolution he wished the cierk 
read. The resolution was passed to the 
clerk and Was: 

“Resolved, That the subject of laws regu- 
lating the erection of buiidings in Atlanta 
be referred to G. L. Uorrman, C. E. Kauff- 
inan and I’. A, Pittman to report for con- 
sideration of this council a system of rules 


for the erection of buildings in the interest, 
of the protection of the people against can-’ 


ger from falling walls and against fire loss- 
es, eaeh of the parties named above to be 
paid $50 for his services, the sum of $lov to 
ve paid from the contirgent fund. 

“Resolved, also, That the city engineer 
and chief of the fire department be added 
to the committee.” 

Mr. Peters spoke in favor of his resolu- 
tion, declaring that it would be .a useless 
waste of time for the members of the gener: 
al council to listen to the reading of the 
code of laws as they now appeared. 

‘ think,’’ said Mr. Beattie, ‘“‘that the best 
thing we can do is to refer the papers to 
Mr. Wilson, the engineer, who drew them, 
and let him and the city engineer look over 
them and report back to us what we may 
need. 

“We, the members of the genenar! council, 
know very little what we nwed in the wat 
~f building law-, and I offer as a substitute 
for Mr. Peters’s resolution, that we refer the 
whole matter back to the committee which 
framed it, and to Mr. Wilson and the city 
engineer with Mr. Pittman, one of the build- 
ing inspectors on it.’’ 

“4 think,”’ said Mr. Stockdell, “that the 
whole paper should go to the new inembers 
of the council as ail o£ tue old giembers 
have heard it read.’”’ 

“it is my opinion,’”’ said Mr. Howell, “‘that 
the who!te matter should be ivcferred to u 
comnucitee Gt tais body made up of the most 
practical members we have; of members 
who Know what we want when the question 
is approached. 1 don’t think we have any 
right to pay out any sum of the city’s mons 
ey for these gentlemen named to look into 
and make laws for us, when we are here to 
make the laws ourseives. That is our duty 
and we have no right to delegate it to oth- 
ers. Let a committee be appointed and then 
if we need the assisiance of the gentlemen 
mentioned we can call them in.”’ 

“I should think,”’ said Mr. Stockdell, ‘that 
the best way to dispose of this entire matter 
would be to refer it to the board of fire 
masters, the building inspectors and the city 
engineer and I move that the entire question 
be referred to those parties with a request 
that the papers be examined and that a re- 
port be made at the earliest possible mo- 
tnent.’’ - 

The motion was adopted and the question 
of the building laws was, for the time being, 
disposed of. 

The Pryor Street Paving. 

Mr. Stockdell presented a resolution recit- 
ing the legislation which had taken place at 
the last meeting of the general council rel- 
ative to the paving of Pryor street with vit- 
rified brick and in the iast clause of the 
resolution said: 

**Resolved, That the advertisements here- 
tofore ordered by this council be continued 
in full force and effect until Monday, the 
19th of March, 1894, at which time the bids 
for paving Pryor street will be opened.”’ 

The resolution was adopted and the coun- 
cil adjourned, but_just as the Pryor street 
residents who had come in to be present at 
the hearing of the case were in the act of 
leaving Dr. Powell entered the council 
chamber. The doctor combattea the idea 
of danger to any one near his building by 
the pilaster and the entire matter was re- 
ferred to the fire department committee. 

The Boxes Back Again. 

All of the fire alarm boxes, which were 
injured during the electrical storm sgme 
two or three weeks ago, have been re- 
turned from the factory way up east, and 
have been put in place again.

The indications are thet the Dixon Cre- 
matory Company, of Toledo, O., will ac- 
cept the counter proposition made by the 
city council at the Jast meeting, and do 
the work in the manner suggested.

‘That 
means that the Dixon company will ex- 
pend $10,000 in the city of Atlanta on the 
faith the company has in the merits of 
its own goods.

War on the People’s Money. 

In the course of some comments on the 
statement of The New York Times that 
Mr. Cleveland will surely put his foot 
on the Bland seigniorage bill and crush 
the life out of it should it ever get as 
far as the white house, The Cincinnati 
Enquirer says: 

The Times has made a mistake, or else 
it is overenthusiastic in this matter of a 
veto. If Mr. Cleveland’s intentions touch- 
ing silver are as direful as The Times rep- 
resents them to be we may look for an ad- 
ministration war on the silver dollar and 
silver notes in the hands of the people. If 
“the struggle with the silver idea and .the 
silver schemers last summer was final,” 
then the people would do well to examine 
their pocketbooks and see what kind of 
money is in them. 

The editor of The Enquirer probably 
has no desire of posing as a prophet, but 
following hard on the heels of his decla- 
ration comes the following press tele- 
gram from Washington: 

Attorney General Olney today, in reply 
to a formal request, dated February lith, 
sent to the secretary of the treasury an 
opinion in regard to the legal status of sil- 
ver certificates, in which he holds as fol- 
lows: “Silver certificates are just what 
they purport to be on their face and by 
their terms—that is, they attest the fact 
that the United States has on deposit so 
many silver dollars which will be paid to 
the holder upon the presentation and sur- 
render of such certificates. If they can be 
regarded as money at all, it is only be- 
cause the United States agreés to receive 
them ‘for customs, taxes and all public 
dues,’ and only to that extent and for those 
specific purposes. In my opinion,” the at- 
torney general atids, “‘they are not ‘lawful 
money’ within the meaning of section 4 of 
the act of June 20, 1874, and section ¥ of 


the act of July 12, 1892.”

A 
large number of our representatives in 
council have been seeking an opportunity 
to give th® north side of the city a park 
and now the opportunity has fairly pre- 
sented itself for them to fulfill their 
promise. 

“ll. Above everything else that has been 
mentioned the purchase of these grounds by 
the city will enable the exposition to be- 
come a success and wil give hundreds of 
our mechanics and laboring men, who are 
among our best citizens and are now out 
of employment, immediate work and an 
oppertunity to earn a living for themselves 
and families. 

‘12. After this exposition gets well under 
way and the tide of prosperity ins to re- 
turn Atlanta will reap the first fruits and 
will be in shape to profit by the very first 
movement in this direction. 

“13. The plan is for the Piedmont Exposi- 
tion Company to sell its grounds and im- 
provements to the Cotton States and Inter- 
national Ex»osition Company for $165,000, 
that being tne amount of its bonded debt, 
preferred and common stock. The new 
company to sell it to the city for park pur- 
poses for $165,000, and the Cotton States and 
International Exposition Company to obtain 
subscriptions and donations of the individ- 
ual holders of the securities of the old com- 
pany. No individwl is to make any profit 
out of it. No scheme or deal or profit, di- 
rect or indirect, will accrue to any one ex- 
cept the new company, wnaich we all are so 
anxious to help. 

‘314. This is a movernent of the people, In 
mass meeting assembled, for the benefit of 
the city and all of its citizens, and we can, 
therefore, confidently look to the representa- 
tives of the people to liberally aia and fos- 
ter the movementinevery legal and proper 
way. While large subscriptions tave been 
and -vill be secured from private citizens, 
it cannot be expected that a few private cit- 
izens should furnish all the funds for this 
public purpose, when it is admitted not to 
be a private enterprise, but solety for the 
public good, and unless the representatives 
of the people cordially and liberally co-oper- 
ate failure is inevitable. 

“Captain English said that the street 
known as Emma street, is now graded, 
which is sixty feet wide and connects with 
Bleckley avenue, gives a direct line from 
the Piedmont grounds to the Georgia Pa- 
cific, Western and Atlantic and East Ten- 
nessee. These roads could put a double 
track on these streets and this, with the 
Richmond and Danville and the electric 
lines, would give all the transportation nec- 
essary. He had been told by competent 
engireers that two lakes of thirty acres 
each could be put in the park. 

Those Whe Spoke. 

The captain then, repeated the impor- 
tance for immediate action and showed 
that the Piedmont exposition grounds were 
the only practical grounds for the holding 
of the exposition. He showed how. “Sub- 
stantially,’’ he said, “the company asks the 
city to purchase the property for $165,000, 
about $60,000.of it to be paid in cash and 
the other to be deferred.’”” He said that if 
this was done the exposition could get to 
work at once. 

Mr. Collier, President Hemphill, Mr. In- 
man, Mr. Howell, Dr. Spalding and Mr. 
Chamberlin made strong talks, in which 
they emphasized what the exposition is 
sure to be to the city, then the fact that 
the site had not been determined upon until 
after the question had been’ thvroughly 
canvassed for thirty days by the exposition 
company through their committees, and em- 
phasized that it was the most desirable site 
which any exposition of any size has per- 
haps ever had. Each one of the speakers 
told of the great good which the exposition 
would do the city and its people; how, to 
begin with, it will give work to many of 
those who need it; how the preparations of 
the exposition itself will help the city in a 
thousand ways; and then how the exposi- 
tion, bringing in its visitors not only from 
all parts of the country, but from all 


’ parts of the world, will be most v4luabie 


to the city and everybody in it. 
Mayor Goodwin Favors It. 

One of the earliest speakers was Mayor 
Goodwin. The mayor expressed his heart- 
iest approval of the exposition and yani- 
fested that great good would result from 
it. He said that he had taken the most 
conservative view of the matter, as he 
thought it was his duty as a city official. 
He thought that Atlanta as a city should 
do everything possible to aid the exposition 
movement and whatever the city would 
decide on he felt it would be right and it 
would meet with his hearty approval. 

His speech showed that the mayor is mot 
only in favor of the exposition, but is an 
enthusiast on the subject and that he ean 
be relied upon to do everything in hig power 
to help along the great movement. 

The City Has the Right. 

Councilman Beatie wanted the opinion of 
the city attorney as to the legal right ef the 
city to purchase the land. 

Judge Anderson, responding, said that the 
city unquestionably had the right to acquire 
lands for park purposes. 

At the conclusion of the talk Councilman 
John Welsh, of the fifth ward, presented 
the following resolution: 

“Resolved, That this committee. recom- 
mend the proposition with a favorable re- 
port and recommend that a Sub-committee 
of three from the council committee be ap- 
pointed to investigate and perfect a plan 
for arranging the details of accepting the 
offer of the Piedmont Exposition Company, 
if it can be legally done.”’ 

Councilman Beatie didn’t want the reso- 
lution voted on at once, although he thought 
the plan a remarkably admirable one, and 
the motion of Mr. Stockdell providing for 
a night session was adopted. 
Unanimously Favored the Proposition. 

But after the meeting of the council yes- 
terday afternoon, which was called for an- 
other purpose, the members of the commit 
tee all being present, held a meeting and 
unanimously, Without a dissenting voice, 
adopted a motion to recommend to the coun. 
cil the purchase of the Piedmont Exposition 
Company property for $160,000, 

Mayor Pro Tem. Broyles called the spe- 
clul committee te order and in response to 
the call of the roll, Mr. Colvin, of the al- 
dermanic board; Mr. Hirsch, of the first 
ward; Mr. Stockdell, of the second ward; 
Mr. Bentie, of the third ward; Mr. Camp- 
bell, of the fourth ward; Mr. Welch, of the 
fifth ward; Mr. Harman, of the sixth ward, 
and Mr. Neltns, of the seventh ward, were 
found present. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Broyles stated the ob- 
ject of the meeting and said that as the 
members of the committee were present the 
question might be disposed of at once. .

_ That means unauestionably, the approval 
of the council, for the committee comprises

However, so far as is known every 
mémber of that body will favor the plan, 
and it is not too much t say that in all 
probability it will meet with the unanimous 
approval of the council just as. ix, meecis 
with the unanimous approval of the peo- 
ple of Atlanta. 

Captain English Tells What It Means. 

“What does it mean? Why,’ said Cap- 
tain J. W. English, in giving a brief resume 
of the sitvation after the action of the 
council had been communicated to him, “‘it 
means that if there were any question of 
the success of the exposition it has been re- 
moved. It means that the city, in a plain, 
business transaction, secures a very valua- 
ble piece of property at considerably less 
than its real worth, and yet is able to give 
threugh this purchase very substantial aid 
to the exposition movement. The property 
is worth easily $250,000. 

“As you know," continued the captain, 
“this movement is not a movement of indi- 
viduals, and there are absolutely no indi- 
vidual interests to be subserved. It is a 
movement of the people of Atlanta. It be- 
gan at a meeting of citizens at which, un- 
fortunately,,I was unable to be present. 
That meeting was the outgrowth of the be- 
lief which a. good many of our best citizens 
had that something shouwlkld be done to pro-~ 
vide means for giving employment to tha 
unemployed which we, as individuals, were 
unable to give. I had talked it over with 
Mr. Inman and other gentlemen, and they 
all thought an exposition of the kind deter- 
mined upon would do this. A committee, 
comprising many of the most prominent 
gentlemen of Atlanta, was appointed, and 
that committee, acting all the time for the 
people of the city, mapped out the plans 
for the proposed exposition and has labored 
earnestly to make it a success. 

_ “While we have said nothing about it in 

the public prints, you know that we have 
already a very goed percentage of the stock 
of the exposition subscribed for. This ac- 
tion of the city will be of very great advan- 
tage to us In every way now. AS soon as 
this is endorsed and adopted by the counel! 
we will. inaugurate a thorough and syste- 
matic canvass of the city to complete the 
subscriptions of stock, which I have no 
doubt will be done in a very short time. 
Then we are in shape, legally, to beg‘n 
work. ; 

“We believe that this $200,000 starter will 
mean ultimately the expenditure of a mill- 
ion and a half or two millions of dollars on 
the exposition. We trust there will be some 
way for the state to give ait and we are 
confident that the national government. will 
come to our assistance with a government 
building and an exhibit, and also with a 
good cash contribution. But once before 
has the south asked for anything of the 
kind. We believe that it is time that the 
industries of the south receive recagni- 
tion and encouragement from the national 
government, and I, for one, see no reason 
why we should not expect it to be given. 
We already have promise of aid at Wash- 
ington, and we have assurances of the most 
practical kind that every state in the south 
and all the countries to the south of us 
which we expect to interest wiH take a 
substantial part in the affair. 

“What it will mean to Atlanta you can 
readily see. It means practically every- 
thing. It means that we will be in a posi- 
tion to catch the first favorable trade winds 
in the return of prosperity, which is bound 
to come to the entire country, and that our 
own city and our own sfate and our sister 
southern states will be benefited in very 
many ways. And now we must aH of us 
work together and pull together for At- 
lants.”’ 

The Council Will Meet Friday. 

The general council will convene in spe- 
cial session Friday afternoon for the pur- 
pose of accepting or rejecting the report of 
- the committee 
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Colonel W. D. Young, of Tallulah Falls, 
is in the city. Coloneit Young répresents a 
wealthy syndicate of Minneapolis in buying 
up options on timber for forty miles up 
the Tallulah river for rafting down the 
river to Tallulah, where the syndicate ex- 
pects to establish a large plant and saw 
an immense quantity of lumber for ship- 
ment all over the country. The syndicate 
will employ several hundred men and its 
establishment will doubtless be a great 
thing for the workingmen of the moun- 
tains. Colonel Young states that the rep- 
résentative of another syndicate is negoti- 
ating for a lease of one of the hotels at 
Tallulah and it will be run on a grand 
scale.

NEW YORK, February 21.—Today justi- 
fied the expectations of those who feared 
that the top-heavy condition of the market 
could only be relieved by a liquidation at 
the expense of values. The port receipts 
were not sufficiently meager to check the 
downward tendency in prices and the open- 
ing was at. a decline of three points. Early 
in the day/short covering .gave some ap- 
pearance of firmness to the market, but 
the presure to sell March continued and 
caused the whole list gradually to give 
way. There seemed little disposition on 
the part of the bears to press their ad- 
vantage and the decline. was slow and 
stubborn. Towards the close the eager- 
ness to get out of March contracts increased 
and the weakness became more pronounced 
but the decline invited fresh buying and 
the close was steady. The heavy liquida- 
tion that has taken place has undoubtedly 
laid a foundation for a healthy improve- 
ment, but the absence of home demand, 
together with the apathy that prevails 
in Liverpool and Havre, render it very un- 
certain when the improvement will come.

When the French had been effectually 
routed from the soil and the attention of 
the colonies was next called to the English, 
brought on by the notorious stamp act, Col- 
onel Washington was the man of the hour.

That Graced the Sideboard of the Father 
of Our Country. 


POSTMASTER AMOS FOX'’S POSSESSIONS 


A Pair of Old Decanters and Their Won- 
derful History~Mother Martha 
Brushed the Dust irom Them. 


Washigton’s brthday is peculidrly signif- 
icant to Postmaster Amos Fox. 

Besides the sentiment and feeling of pa- 
triotism which the day usually inspires, the 
doctor has a more striking reminder in the 
shape of a pair of cut-glass decanters, 
which, in days of yore, actually graced the 
sideboard of our first and greatest president. 

After the death of General Washington, 
when his property was put on sale, the great- 
grandfather of Dr. Fox, who was also nam- 
ed Amos, purchased the decanters, Upon 
his death they came into the possession 
of his son, Dr. Fox's father. A few years 
before the death of this gentleman re made 
@ present of these heirlooms to his most in- 
timate friend, Major Henry Russell, elder 
of the Big Spring church. He, in his turn, 
held them as precious relics of the past, and 
decided that the best way to insure their 
preservation would be to present them as & 
part of the communion service to the church 
with which he was so long connected. This 
was accordingly done, and for more than & 
generation the wine bottles were used in 
the communion services of the Big Spring 
church, in Kentucky. 

Several years ago, Mr. W. M. Duncan, 
who is a nephew of Dr. Fox, and who, at 
that time resided in Nashville, learned of 
the olc bottles, and determined .o get pos- 
session of them. His efforts were success- 
ful, and the church agreed to take in ex- 
change a handsome silver communion ser- 
vice. 

As soon as Mr. 
possession of the ancient 
ne presented them to his uncle. 

Dr. Fox brought one of the bott:es down 
tc his office yesterday afternoon. It was 
a magnificent specimen of cut glass, heavy 
and large, resplendent with prismatic hues 
and glistening in all ‘its pristine brilliancy. 
The bottom was large and full, gradually 
sloping down to a very narrow neck, which 
was borderea with a ffitck, circular mouth- 
piece. The old bottle ‘ooked as clean and 
as beautiful as it did when old Mother 
Martha used to brush the dust off it, and 
you could almost imagine the stately form 
of General George rising up like the genil 
from the vase. 

“Oh yes,’’ said Dr. Fox, “I place an un- 
told value upon them and I wouldn’t part 
with them for anything in the shape of 
money. I have been offered $1,000 and could 
get more if I wished to dispose of them, 
but they are dear to my heart as the mem- 
ory of my father, and that is beyond pur-

“T remember how they used to sit in my 
father’s cupboard long ago and the sacred 
awe with which we children regarded them. 
It was a great pleasure to get the o'd de- 
canters and know that they were in the 
family once more. 

‘“T have also in my possession the com- 
mission of Major Amos Fox, who was an 
officer under the command of Light Horse 
Harry.”’ 

The following letter, which was written 
to Dr. Fox’s nephew several years ago by 
Professor J. C. Tate, of the Clarkesville 
seminary in Tennessee, gives a history of 
the decanters, and is of especial interest: 

“Clarkesvilie, February 23, 1891.—W. M. 
Duncan. Dear Friend: During a _ recent 


visit to my old home, Bloomfield, Nelson| 


county, Kentucky, in an interview with my 
old friend and pastor, Rev. J. N. Saunders, 
D.D., pastor for twenty-five years of Big 
Spring Presbyterian church, situated two 
miles northeast of Bloomfield on the Tay- 
lorsvifie road, I learned from him that 
with the approval of the officers of that 
cburch he had exchanged the old-fashioned 
cut glass botti:es; which had long been used 
as part of the communion service of the 
church, fer a handsome silver communion 
service, I was surprised and grieved—sur- 
prised and grieved that théy had, as I sup- 
posed, fallen into the hands of @ stranger, 
who did not know their history, and that 
the church should have proven so unfaith- 
ful to a sacred trust. 

“Tt reminded Dr. Saunders of their his- 
tory, which he had known, but for the 
time forgotten; I was satisfied, however, 
when he informed me the exchange had 
been made through you for your uncle, 
Amos Fox, of Atlanta, Ga. 

“As I have certain knowledge of the his- 
tory of those old botffes and there are few 
now living who have, I will give you a 
brief statement of the facts concerning 
them. 

. “They wéfe the wine bottles of General 
George Washington, ‘the father of his 
country; always kept upon his sideboard 
at Mount Vernon, familiar objects to the 
frequent visitors at that hospitable man- 
sion, to whom, according to the universal 
custom of that day, their refreshing con- 
tents were freely and generously dispensed. 

“At the sale of the general’s personal 
property, after his death, they were pur- 
chased by your great-grandfather, Amos 
Fox, and by him they were bequeathed to 
his son and namesake, your grandfather, 
Amos Fox, who was a grown man at the 
time of the general’s sale, and had personal 
knowledge of their purchase by his father. 
As you know, your grandfather subsequent- 
ly removed to Nelson county, Kentucky, 
and settled near Bloomfield, where he lived 
unti! his death, more than forty years ago, 
respected, esteemed and honored by all who 
knew him Yor his upright and honest walk 
and his singular purity and loveliness of 
character. 

“a& few years before his death he made a 
present of those precious heirlooms, the 
wine bottles of General Washington, to his 
most intimate and best beloved friend, 
Major Henry Russell, of sainted memory, 
elder of the Big Spring church. ‘They were 
highly prized by the major, and it occurred 
to him that the Best disposition to make of 
them, to secure their preservation 'and per- 
petuate their tristory and his own memory, 
would be to present them as part of the 
communion sérvice of the church of which 
he had so long been a most beloved and 
usefu: menmiber and ouicer. The gift was 
received in the spirit in which it was made. 
The bottles were sent to Louisville to have 
patent silver stoppers put on them, and as 
thus fittea up were in constant use at the 
communion service in the old church for 
more than a generation, and until ‘another 
generation had arisen that knew not Jo- 
seph.’ 

“At the time of their presentation to the 
church, I well remember, it was purposed 
to make a record of it and of their his- 
tory. But unfortunately this was neglected, 
as I learn from Dr. Saunders, who has re- 
cently examined the church records. 

“tInder all the circumstances I am glad 
those venerable relics, those od family 
heirlooms, have lapsed into the hands ‘of 
Amos Fox, of the third generation, who, I 
trust, will Detter appreciate and more faith- 
fully preserve them and their history than 
the church to which they were presented in 
the fond, vain hope that they would ever be 
known, prized and treasured for the sake 
of their worthy donor and because of their 
precious associations. Your old and life- 
lortc friend, J.C. TATE.”

Rumors That the A. and F. and the W. 
and N. G. Will Be Joined, 


NORFOLK AND WESTERN’S MOVEMENTS. 


The Electric Line to Austell Is Wel 
Equipped with Heavy Rails—Other 
News of the Rail. 


A considerable sensation was sprung upon 
the local railroad world yesterday, when 
the report came straight from authority 
that cannot well be questioned that the At- 
lanta and Florida and the Marietta and 
North Georgia wil. be joined to form a 
grand trunk line of railways north and 
south, with Atlanta the central point. 

That such a deal is going to be made is 
accepted as something more than a mere 
railroad rumor. 

It comes from good authority that there 
are two surveying parties already getting 
estimates on the cost of building a line 
from Marietta to Atlanta to join these two 
roads, and that they have been placed in 
the field by capitalists who have determin- 
ed upon such a plan, and who are only 
waiting for the sa‘e of the Marietta and 
North Georgia to finish up the scheme. 

The fact that these surveying parties are 
at work signifies that the plan is a go, but 
it cannot be ascertained just yet what syn- 
dicate is behind it all. 

The recent rumors that the Norfolk and 
Western is after purchasing the Marietta 
and North Georgia comes in to give the 
report that this road will be extended to 
the Atlanta and Florida substantial footing. 
The Norfolk and Western is one of the 
greatest systems in the south Atlantic 
states, and it is well known that it has 
for a long time been seeking an outlet to 
the southern coast through Atlanta. 

It is said that this system wi!l build a 
line from Norton, which is its junction 
point with the Louisville and Nashville, 
to Knoxville, where it will connect with 
the Marietta and North Georgia, and since 
the latter is to be sold on the 3d of March, 
it is said to be the purpose of the Norfolk 
and Western folks to buy it up and form 
the line to the southern coast contemplated 
in the plan To join it with the At’anta and 
Florida, which can also be bought at very 
low cost, it is thought, just at this time. 

Some of the local railroad men had heard 
yesterday that it is the Louisville and 
Nashville that is after the Marietta and 
North Georgia, but the fact that it already 
has a line to Atlanta over the Western and 
Atlantic, Which is almost pardMiel to this 
one, gives doubt to the rumor.

It may be that the bondholders of the Ma- 
rietta and North Georgia will buy the road 
when it is sold, and that they will take 
steps looking to the control of the Atlanta 
and Florida for the purpose of giving their 
line an outlet to the land oft he tropics. 

Colonel R. F. Maddox, who is prominently 
connected with the bondholders of the At- 
ljanta and Florida, throws a good deal of 
light upon the rumors that are afloat when 
he tells of the communications that passed 
between the Atlanta and Florida officials 
aiid the principal bondholders of the Mariet- 
ta and North Georgia a few months ago. 

Coin & Stanton, the eastern bondholders 
of tue Marietta and North Georgia, sent a 
representative to Atlanta to make inquiry 
into the condition of the Atlanta agd Flor- 
ida.° He was here several weeks and has 
made a report to the capitalists. It is 
known that the intentions of the men who 
own the Marietta and North Georgia were 
to get the Atlanta and Florida if they 
could do so advantageously. 

It is said that the Atlanta and Florida is 
only bonded at about $8,000 per mile, and it 
is further stated that this road can be 
bought at about 50 cents on the douiar, thus 
selling for about $4,000 per mile. = 

Whether these figures are reliable or not, 
it is safe to say that the road can be bought 
at a price not much more than they signify. 

The link that would be made in case the 
Norfolk and Western secures the two roads 
would be from Norton, Tenn., to Knoxville, 
there connecting with the Marietta and 
Worth Georgia, which already runs to Ma- 
rietta, and at Marietta building a line twen- 
ty miles in length to Atlanta, where the 
junction with the Atlanta and Florida is 
secured for Fort Valley. It would be but 


-@ short link to build from Fort Valley, the 


present southern terminal of the Atlanta 
and Florida, to the Plant system, where con- 
nection could be made for all points in 
florida and along the southern coast. 

It May Be the East ‘Tennessee. 


lt is told as a kind of mysterious pro- 
ceeding that the street railway company 
that is now at work on a line from Atlanta 
to Austell is laying the heaviest of rail- 
road track along its roadbed and otherwise 
equipping the line as though they were 
building a regular railroad, and not simply 
@ street car line. 

Why should the company be putting such 
heavy work upon their road, if it is to be 
nothing more than an electric: street rail- 
way? 

Right along in this connection it is told 
that a mortgage@ was signed up before Judge 
Bloodworth the other day to the extent of 
$75,000 by the men who are moving along 
with the road to Austell. 

All of this seems to indicate that a big 
railroad company or syndicate is behind 
the company that was chartered under the 
name of an electric line, and that the track 
that is being made so perfect is going to be 
used by a railroad, and not an electric line 
at all. 

It is known that the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia has no track irto At- 
lanta from Austell, having used the track 
of the Georgia Pacifiic for many years, and 
the presumption is reasonable that it is this 
company that is having the track laid. 

The East Tennessee has a great deal of 
trouble in getting its freights into Atlanta 
wenever there is any heavy traffic caused 
by the Georgia Pacific people, for the track 
belonging to the latter, the East Tennessee 
Is crowded back from it in case of any sort 
of delays. This works against the interest 
of the East Tennessee considerably when it 
is considered that it suffers great loss from 
the destruction of perishable freights caus- 
ed by such delays. It is an important ‘piece 
of railroad news if this be true. 

Probably Not True. 

It was reported yesterday that Major 
Stahiman has declared that if the Louisville 
and Nashville pulls out of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association and 
there is another association formed, he will 
resign as commissioner of the former. 

It is said that in case Major Stahiman 
resigns he will be a candidate for the lUnit- 
ed States senate from the state of Ten- 
nessee. 

The report that he has made any such 
Statement may or may not be true. Nothing 
can be ascertained at headquarters if there 
is any truth in the report. There geems to 
be no uneasiness there about the Louisville 
and Nashville pulling out of the associa-
